So  another  week  has  gone  by  and 
the  country  is  effectivly  leaderless. 
Oh,  if  only  it  were  true... 

So  another  week  has  gone  by  and 
the  future  leader  of  the  country  is  in 
doubt.  Don't  think  that  come  inau- 
guration day  we  will  find  our  selves 
free. ..err  without  a  president;  the 
system  is  too  entrenched  for  that. 
For  now  we  have  this  whole  recount 
to  deal  with.  I  find  it  hard  to  believe 
there  might  have  been  dirty  politics 
favoring  one  of  the  candidates  in  the 
very  same  state  of  which  his  brother 
happens  to  be  governor.  Dirty  poli- 
tics in  America?  Who'da  thunk  it? 
As  the  tricks,  running  the  gamut 
from  possible  (read  probable)  ballot 
tampering  to  police  interference  at 
the  polls,  become  more  and  more 
Nixon-esque,  the  scenario  spins 
wildly  into  the  surreal. 

First  off,  we  will  certainly  know 


something  by  the  end  of  the  week 
because  Kathleen  Harris,  Florida's 
Secretary  of  State,  refuses  to 
advance  the  recount  deadlines.  Sure 
she's  been  a  Bush  supporter  and 
maybe  she  campaigned  for  him  in 
1999  and  spent  over  $100,000  in 
state  funds  pressing  for  an  ambas- 
sadorship should  Bush  become  pres- 
ident, but  I'm  sure  she's  impartial. 

Regarding  the  votes  themselves: 
even  in  places  where  the  dreaded 
"butterfly  ballot"  wasn't  used  there 
are  still  suspicious  circumstances  to 
the  counts.  In  Duval  county  27,000 
ballots  were  tossed  due  to  "overvot- 
ing"  (more  than  one  candidate 
punched).  However,  it  seems  statis- 
tically improbable  that  out  of  14 
cities  in  the  county,  all  of  these  votes 
came  from  just  four.  Four  which 
happen  to  be  Democratic  strong- 
holds.   In  previous  elections  there 


have  been  instances  of  over  and 
undervoting  (not  punching  any 
nominee.  Remember  kids,  this  is 
America  and  we  don't  have  a  None 
Of  the  Above  option.  You  have  to 
vote  for  one  of  the  idiots.)  These 
throwaway  ballots  never  amounted 
to  more  than  3%  of  the  total  votes. 
The  27,000  tossed  away  in  Duval 
amount  to  nearly  9%  of  total  votes 
cast.  In  Palm  Beach  County,  land  of 
the  confusing  ballot,  the  overvoting 
percentage  was  only  4.1% 

Additionally,  unlike  Palm  Beach 
County  where  election  offices  were 
flooded  with  calls  from  voters  con- 
fused by  the  ballot,  Duval  received 
only  a  handful  of  similar  calls. 

According  to  the  Gore  camp,  he 
won  84  of  Duval's  265  precincts.  In 
those  precincts,  on  the  average,  138 
votes  were  tossed.  In  the  precincts 
where  Dubya  held  sway  that  aver- 


age is  only  84.  The  kicker  is  the 
Gore  campaign  didn't  find  these  fig- 
ures out  from  the  state's  election 
officials  (as  they  were  supposed  to), 
but  from  a  Jacksonville  reporter. 

Add  to  this  the  numerous  reports 
that  have  begun  to  filter  up  of  late 
regarding  tactics  out  of  a  1960s  civil 
rights  documentary:  Police  ticket- 
ing voters  on  the  way  to  the  polls  if 
they  sported  a  Gore  sticker;  polling 
places  being  moved  at  the  last 
minute  in  "Democratic  held  territo- 
ries;"and  minorities  across  the  state 
telling  tales  of  harassment  and  abuse 
at  the  hands  of  police  and  "civic 
groups"  at  the  polls.

Rollin'  With  The  Dawgt  Ride  Safe,  Ride  Often 


Well,  I  knew  there  were  some  fellow  hounds  out  there  diggin'  the  dirt 
and  your  response  has  been  great!  Keep  those  e-mails  coming.  Good,  Bad 
or  indifferent. 

I  figured  we'd  kick  off  this  ses- 
sion with  some  practical  safety  tips 
to  keep  everyone  happy  and 
healthy.  I  know  we're  all  supposed 
to  be  adults  but  sometimes  the  little 
kid  in  us  emerges  with  a  one  finger 
salute,  but  it's  your  hide  and  a  few 
good  habits  can  keep  you  up  and 
ridin',  know  what  I  mean? 

Number  one  on  the  Dawg's  list 
is  WEAR  A  HELMET!  I  know 
you're  too  cool  for  that  and  hel- 
mets are  dorky  looking,  but  that 
added  protection  can  keep  a  minor 
crash  minor.  Treu  enough,  if  you 
ride  fast  enough  to  get  killed,  then 
a  helmet  won't  save  ya,  but  those 
slow  speed  get-offs  that  happen 
could  leave  you  a  drooling  diaper 
boy  real  quick.  A  helmet  can  pre- 
vent that,  get  it? 

#2:  Always  follow  traffic  rules, 
even  if  the  cars  around  you  don't. 
Most  cage  drivers  don't  have  a 
clue,  so  if  you  establish  beforehand 
you're  both  on  the  same  page  it 
takes  out  some  of  the  guesswork. 
Ride  with  traffic,  stop  at  intersec- 
tions. One  thing  I  like  to  do  in  close 
situations  is  make  eye  contact.  You'd  be  surprised  at  how  quickly  and  how 
well  an  exaggerated  stare  gets  attention. 

#3:  Make  sure  your  bike  is  tuned  and  set  up  properly,  that  means 
BRAKES.  There  will  come  a  time  when  you  really,  really  need  them.  Flip 


the  bike  over  and  check  your  pads,  rims,  the  clearance  and  operation,  espe- 
cially if  you  haven't  ridden  it  in  a  while.  If  there  is  any  question,  schlep 

down  to  your  local  cycle  shop  and 
have  an  authorized  bike  mechanic 
set  you  up.  Believe  me,  it's  worth 
it. 

Finally,  always  ride  within 
your  abilities.  Whether  on  the 
street  or  trail,  know  your  limits.  If 
things  get  sketch),  walk  it.  It  hap- 
pens to  the  best  of  us  and  it's  easi- 
er to  bone  up  on  riding  skills  under 
controlled  situations  than  uncon- 
trolled ones.  Even  the  cycle  cross 
pros  have  to  practice  the  sick  stuff 
so  cany  it  when  you  can't  peddle 
it. 

Speaking  of  cycle  cross,  any 
mud  dogs  out  there?  Well  let  me 
tell  ya.  cycle  cross  is  the  cycle 
spectator  sport  for  fall  and  winter. 
Basically  "cross  is  a  closed  course 
race  that  has  European  roots  and 
now  is  taking  off  here  across  the 
pond. 

It's  wet  and  wild  bar  to  bar  rac- 
ing that  involves  riding,  running, 
climbing  and  falling  down.  If  this 
sounds  like  a  swell  weekend  sport 
to  you,  either  riding  or  watching, 
check  it  out.  The  season  runs  Sep- 
tember to  December  nationwide 
and  there  is  local  action  in  central  Mass,  southern  NH  and  VT.  For  more 
info  check  out  The  Ride  web  site  at  www.RideZine.com.  They  got  a  sched- 
ule of  events  and  all  the  41 1  you'll  need.  So  kids,  until  next  time,  keep  the 
greasy  side  down.

Nestled  deep  among  the  rolling 
hills  and  apartment  houses  of  Fitch- 
burg,  lives  a  quiet  man.  The  outside 
world  proceeds  with  its  daily  rou- 
tines and  rituals,  unaware  of  the 
horror  and  atrocities  that  lie  within 
the  unsuspected  walls.  Bodies  are 
absently  thrown  in  corners.  Decap- 
itated heads  sit  idly  by  on  end 
tables.  Aliens  and  demons  are 
scripture  to  this  man.  In  the  refrig- 
erator is  a  bottle  of  blood.  Who 
could  live  among  such  atrocities? 
What  manner  of  man  is  could  this 
be? 

It  is  a  man  who's  name  is  Andy 
Sawyer.  Sawyer,  27,  lives  with  his 
fiancee  in  an  apartment  in  Fitchburg 
where  it's  Halloween  all  year 
'round.  When  not  drawing  cartoons 
or  creating  various  creatures  for  his 
movie  company  New  Blood  Pro- 
ductions (responsible  for  such 
movies  as  The  Vampyre  Pumpkins 
of  St.  Ires.  The  Day  No  Flowers 
Died,  The  Axe  Wife,  Attack  of  the 
Radioactive  Spiders  from  the  Outer 
Ring  of  Saturn  and  Dumb  Fiction), 
he  is  a  children's  art  and  drama 
teacher  in  Harvard.  I  sat  down  with 
Sawyer  to  find  out  what  makes  this 
master  of  the  macabre  tick. 

At  what  age  did  you  first  learn 
you  had  artistic  talent? 

"When  I  was  3  or  4,  before  I  can 
really  remember.  My  mother  would 
set  me  down  on  these  big  pieces  of 
paper,  at  least  eight  feet  by  eight 
feet.  I  was  so  disappointed  when  I 
grew  up  and  saw  my  pictures;  they 
were  only  five  by  seven." 

Who  were  your  biggest  influ- 
ences? 

"My  favorites  growing  up  were 
Charles  Schultz  (Peanuts),  Jim 
Davis  (Garfield),  and  Lynn  Johnson 
(For  Better  or  Worse).  " 

Sawyer's  artistic  talent  soon 
blossomed  enough  to  support  him  in 
the  real  world.  "I  loved  drawing 
comics  and  soon  they  became  the 
bread  and  butter.   It  paid  the  rent.  I 


was  writing  for  three  public  papers 
and  two  college  papers." 

His  cartoons  were  primarily 
political  in  nature  and  that  got  him 
in  trouble  once  or  twice.  "I  drew 
this  one  comic  for  the  Gardner 
News  that  was  a  back  to  school  sale. 
On  one  side  was  the  private  school 
with  its  pens  and  pencils.  On  the 
other  side  was  the  public  school 
with  brass  knuckles  and  guns.  One 
teacher  didn't  think  it  was  funny  and 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  editor.  But, 
other  teachers  came  to  my  defense. 
People  don't  have  a  sense  of  humor 
when  it  comes  to  politics.  It  just 
pisses  them  off." 

What  do  you  see  as  your  biggest 
achievements  in  the  comic  field? 

"I  won  the  Gatepost  Boxy 
Award  which  is  an  award  for  excel- 
lence in  cartooning.  It  usually  goes 
to  people  from  Framingham  State. 
It  was  a  surprise;  I  didn't  go  to 
Framingham  State.  They  sent  it  to 
me.   I  didn't  buy  it."

"I  was  the  first  student  at  Mount 
Wachusett  Community  College  to 
have  an  all  comic  art  show,  Tales 
from  the  Crib.  After  graduation,  I 
published  a  book  of  comics  called 
The  Immaculate  Collection  of  the 
Intelligent  and  Redundant.  It's  the 
perfect  name  for  everything  I've 
done." 

Did  you  think  comics  would 
make  you  famous  ? 

"I  did.  But,  I  gave  up  on  them. 
It  was  going  nowhere.  The  comic 
industry  is  a  hard  field  to  crack."  He 
says  as  he  proudly  points  to  his 
rejection  letter  on  the  wall  from  Dis- 
ney. "Though,  I'll  be  resurrected 
soon  on  the  Internet.  There's  a 
whole  new  world  of  cartooning  out 
there." 

The  lack  of  humor  in  the  politi- 
cal world  drove  Sawyer  to  other  out- 
lets of  expression.  He  began  New 
Blood  Productions,  a  twisted  hodge- 
podge of  sci-fi,  horror,  drama  and 
comedy  B-movies. 

What  drew  you  into  making 
movies? 

"I  loved  behind  the  scenes  of 
movies.  I  actually  didn't  have  a 
video  camera  until  1991.  I  used  my 
brother's  for  a  while  until  my  grand- 
mother stopped  her  eccentric  neigh- 
bor from  throwing  his  video  camera 
in  the  incinerator."

Counseling  Services  in  collaboration  with  Health  Services  is  in  the  mid- 
dle of  Stress  Busters  Week,  a  series  of  many  stress  reducing  activities. 

Stress  occurs  when  there  is  an  imbalance  between  a  demand  made  on  a 
person  and  the  physical,  intellectual  and/or  emotional  ability  available  to 
respond  to  the  demand.  The  demand  may  be  real  (i.e.  things  outside  the  per- 
son's control,  such  as  traffic)  or  perceived  (how  the  person  views  the  situ- 
ation). Similarly,  the  resources  may  be  real  or  perceived. 

One  thing  is  certain  about  stress:  there  are  as  many  different  ideas  about 
stress  as  there  are  people  who  experience  change  in  their  lives.  Because 
stress,  quite  simply  is  the  way  you  react,  both  physically  and  emotionally 
to  change.  And  like  change,  stress  can  be  either  positive  or  negative.  It  may 
be  the  sense  of  concentration  you  feel  when  faced  with  a  new  challenging 
situation  or  it  may  be  a  continual  sense  of  being  geared  up,  unable  to  relax. 

With  today's  hectic  lifestyles,  it's  no  wonder  some  people  think  of  stress 
as  a  way  of  life,  especially  after  "one  of  those  days".  But  if  stress  becomes 
a  constant,  ongoing  cycle,  your  health  and  well-being  will  suffer.
